display") displaying a non-SSSP related information, 
classified in class 715, subclass 501.1. 



1. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 
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The use of group I is separately implement able from the 
invention set forth in Group II, as well the converse. That is, 
the use of Group I, providing encoding protocol data units 
transmitting additional supplementary services carried over an 
existing protocol (H.323), having therein identifier fields for 
identifying different functionally based supplementary services, 
is independent from designing of user interface presenting two 
different sets of information having therein two displays 
* Feature Display" (displaying supplementary feature information 
relating to the SSSP) and "default Display" (displaying a non- 
SSSP related information) of Group II.
